NEW BUSINESS

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY COUNCILWOMAN COOKE
WHO MOVED ITSADOPTION, SECONDED BY SUPERVIOSR SAVAGE.

Whereas, New Y ork State has made great strides in reducing violent crime in recent
years, and

WHEREAS, the safety of our women and children is of the highest priority and any
legidation that seeks to further protect them from sexual predators should be supported
and passed, and

WHEREAS, legidation has been introduced in the New Y ork State Assembly that would
provide for civil confinement of the most dangerous sex offenders and strengthen and
expand the scope of Megan’s Law to provide additional safeguards to shield New

Y orkers for sexual violence, and

WHEREAS, civil confinement legislation would authorize judges, after a unanimous jury
verdict, to order a sexually violent predator to be confined in a secure mental facility
upon completion of a prison sentence upon a determination that the defendant has
serious difficulty controlling his violent behavior (A.2693) and

WHEREAS, convicted sex offenders would be prohibited from living within 1,000 feet
of a school or school grounds (A.1654), and



WHEREAS, a GPS tracking system would be implemented to monitor the actions and
whereabouts of the most dangerous sex offenders (A.8158), and

WHEREAS, law enforcement would be required, rather than smply permitted, to release
information on Level 2 and Level 3 sex offenders to vulnerable populations (A.1654) and

WHEREAS, the Division of Criminal Justice Services website would be expanded to
include information on all registered sex offenders (A-1701), and

WHEREAS, legidation introduced in the New Y ork State Senate at the request of
Governor Pataki would require lifetime registration of all sex offenders on the New Y ork
State Sex Offender Registry (S.3506A),

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT this body lends its support to the
implementation of each of the above measures, and be it further

RESOLVED, that this Honorable Body does hereby urge the New Y ork State Assembly
to pass these measures, that New Y ork State Governor George Pataki sign these bills into
law when passed, and be it further

RESOLVED, that certified copies of this resolution be sent to the County Sheriff, District
Attorney, New York State Attorney General’s Office, New Y ork State Assembly Speaker
Sheldon Silver, New Y ork State Senate Majority Leader Joseph Bruno, the regional
delegation of the New Y ork State Legislature and New Y ork State Governor George
Pataki.

This resolution shall take effect immediately.

Board of the Town of Alden on June 6, 2005 and was unanimously adopted.

WHEREAS, the Town Building Inspector provide notice to the Erie County Division of
Planning on May 9, 2005 for this proposed minor subdivision, as required under Section
239-m of the General Municipal Law and no comments have been received from the
Division.

WHEREAS, the Alden Town Board has noticed the need for a concrete sidewak at the
Henskee Road Schoolhouse located in the Alden Town Park, the estimated cost of which
is more than $1,000.00 but less than $10,000.00

guotes have been property received



WHEREAS, the Town Board after full and careful review and consideration of the need
findsthat it isin the public interest to authorize said purchase;

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS:

1. The board approves the purchase and installation of a concrete sidewalk (the
approximate dimensions of whichare5’ x 5 at the schoolhouse porch, expanding to a
12’ x 12’ circle contiguousto a22’ x 5’ sidewalk that will connect the existing sidewalk)
by J. Lund Concrete and Trenching for atotal cost of $1,911.00. The flatwork shall
consist of 4,000 psi concrete, wire mesh (6’ x 6”), 3" crush stone base, broom and trowel
finish, with control joints cut in, and expansion joints were needed. All concrete to be
sealed with industrial grade sealer. The installation aso includes the pouring of exposed
aggrate under 400 sg. foot 4” thick concrete poured with wire mesh and sedler, including
excavation and removal;

2. That the Supervisor of the Town of Alden is authorized to sign any and all necessary
documents to effectuate this purchase and installation; and

3. Thisresolution shall take effect immediately. The foregoing Resolution was duly put
to a vote on June 6, 2005 and was unanimously adopted.
